The capture of the city bv General 
Hum bert's men had been experted for 
-" ceral days and its effect on the uroat 
battle 
of 
Picard y 
was, 
therefore, 
largely discounted. 
W ith the fall of Roye and Chaulnes 
to the northward, Noyon became un­ 
tenable and the retirem ent of the n*>r 
man forces from west of the Somme 
liv e r apparently 
spread 
far to the 
south and involved both Noyon and 
the country adjacent to that city, 
In 48 hours the .Allied advance has 
liberated more than 50 villages. 
H aving forced the Germ ans to re 
treat between the Somme and the Oi.-e 
th*- Allied forces ar*- pressing th** art - 
vantage gained and continue tiu ir ad- 
vance eastward.
